MOSES TAKES OVA 
CONTRUL OF 6.0? 
FIGHT IN THE Efol 


Quarters in New York, 
He Says, in Spite of 
Reports Here. 


MAINE TO MARYLAND 
HELD BATTLEGROUND 


He Glaims, However, That 
Border States Will Support 
Republican Nominee. 


New York, July 8 (A.P.).—The terri- 
tory from Maine to Maryland is the 
“Flanders of the presidential cam- 
paign,” in the opinion of Senator 
George H. Moses, of New Hampshire, 
who came here today to take charge 
of the Hoover campaign in the East. 

Despite statements to the contrary 
in Washington, Senator Moses said he 
expects to make his headquarters in 
New York. City. He wants the me- 
chanics of the campaign largely di- 
rected from Washington, but New York 
is to be the political headquarters. 

Senator Moses came here today.after 
an all-day conference in Washington. 
Late Saturday night he agreed to take 
the leadership of the fight in the East, 
considered by many to be the impor- 
tant post of the campaign. Just what 
considerations led Senator Moses to de- 
cline the honor at first he did not dis- 
close, but it is understood he insisted 
upon absolute independence in the di- 
rection of the Eastern fight. 


Confident of Border States. 


The senator feels the importance 
of the campaign in the East keenly, 
although he expressed himself as con- 
fident of the ultimate success of the 
Republican nominee. Generally speak- 
ing, he believes the “Solid South” is 


a teafe for Smith, and that the West will 


stay Republican. The battle ground 
as he sees it is the territory over which 
he will have supervision. 

Senator Moses believes the Repub- 
licans will carry the so-called “border 
States.” By these he means Tennessee, 
Kentucky, Missouri and Oklahoma. 
There has been some discussion about 
the desirability of having a campaign 
office at Chattanooga, .Tenn., from 
which to direct the campaign in these 
States, but no decision has been made. 

The Hoover campaign dire@tor in the 
East also believes the Republicans can 
carry at least eight congressional dis- 
tricts in the South. So far as can be 
learned, however, he does not place 
any of the electoral votes in the 
Hoover column. There are at least 
three Republican congressional dis- 
tricts in North Carolina and others in 
Alabama, Texas and Florida, in the 
opinion of Senator Moses. 


Wants Congress Support. 


The Republican’ party has a chance 
to capture fifteen places in the Senate 
this year, eight of which are on the 
Eastern Coast, Senator Moses _ said. 
These places he considers fully as im- 
portant as the Presidency, for Hoover 
must have strong support in Congress 
to put through the legislation which 
will be necessary, particularly a revision 
of the tariff, he contends. 

Senator Moses will confer with East- 
ern Republican leaders tomorrow and 
Tuesday and return to Washington for 
the rest of the week. He expects to 
spend the next we~«-end in New Hamp- 
shire and will take up the real work of 
the campaign after that. 


Macedonian Leader 
Slain in Sofia Street 


Sofia, Bulgaria, July & (A.P.).—Gen. 
Frotogcherov, chief of the Macedonian 
revolutionary organization, was killed 
on a busy street here ‘ast night. He was 
shot down by three men who escaped 
in the confusion. Officials are main- 
taining the greatest secrecy over the 
affair. 

The general has been out of the public 
eye for some time, but has been active 
behind the scenes On the Balkan stage. 
He was minister of provisions in the 
Bulgarian cabinet in wartime, but took 
up the Macedonian revolution cause 
later and in February. 1927, presided 
over an assembly of the revolutionists.

Sir Charles, Reputed to Be 
Richest Scotch Baronet, 
Seeking Divorce. 


Nogales, Sonora, Mexico, July 8 
(A.P.).—Suit for divorce has been 
filed in the Mexican courts here 
by Sir Charles Henry Augustus 
Frederick Lockhart Ross, baronet, 
against Lady Patricia Eilison Ross. Be- 
yond the fact that the wife formerly 
was Patty Burnley Ellison, of Kentucky. 
no information as to the couple’s iden- 
tity was available here. 


Sir Charles Henry Lockhart Ross, of 
one of the oldest families of Scotland, 
and Patricia Ellison, daughter of An- 
drew Ellison, of Louisville, Ky. were 
married there in 1901. Some years ago 
Lady Ross brought suit for divorce in 
Edinburgh, but her application was de- 
nied on the ground that Sir Charles’ 
residence was in Canada. 

Sir Charles, inventor of the Ross ri- 
fle used by the Canadian army, has 
passed much of his life in the United 
States and in Canada. He is a con- 
sulting adviser on small arms to the 
Canadian government and a retired of- 
ficer of the famous Scottish regiment, 
Seaforth Highlanders. 

At the hearing of Lady Ross’ suit, in 
1925, it was shown that Sir Charles had 
sold his ancestral home,. Balnagowan 


Castle, to an American company. He 
was reputed to be one of the wealthi-

There is $800 due you on 
my policy and you can borrow about 
$130 on yours. If the company pays 
the insurance you might have your 
dear mama and papa come here, as 
he draws a pension and could stay at 
home and help you out. Hold on to the 
furniture until you hear from your 
folks; they might want to come here. 
Goodby, dear little wife. It is all my 
fault, not yours. Goodby Pop. Good- 
by all. Your husband.

Hager left his home on July 3 to 
go to Brookland in search of work. 
When he failed to return home that 
night, his wife notified police of his 
disappearance and requested a search 
for him.

Mercury in Meteoric Rise. 


The mercury made a meteoric rise 
from 70 degrees At 4 o'clock yesterday 
morning to a temperature of 95 degrees 
registered between 2 and 4 o'clock yes- 
terday afternoon, according to the

BURNED BY BACKFIRE 


Flare Destroys $75,000 Boat; 
Girl Is Taken to Hospital, 
Man Treated at Home. 


Oyster Bay, N. Y., July 8 (A.P.).— 
William’ B. Leeds and Miss Adele 
Astraire, stage dancer, were burned to- 
day when backfire ignited gasoline 
seepage in his speedboat, the Fan Tail, 
in the boathouse at the Leeds estate. 

When the sheet of flame shot out Miss 
Astraire toppled in the boat. Mr. Leeds 
lifted her to the landing stage and 
pushed the boat from its slip to clear 
water. A moment later there was an 
explosion and the boat was burned, 
with a loss of $75,000.

Hospital. It was said her condition 
was not serious. Mr. Leeds was treated 
at his home and was ordered to bed.

BOATS ARE CAPSIZED 
IN GRASP OF WAVES 


Survivors of the Transport 
Ancamos Tell of Three 
Hours of Horror. 


Santiago, Chile, July 8 (A,P.).—Up- 
ward of 300 lives were lost when the 
army transport Angamos crashed on the 
rocks at Punta Chimpel, near the South 
Chilean coast town of Lebu Friday 
night. The exact number may never 
be known, as the vessel had made sev- 
eral stops en route and its passenger 
list had been exchanged. 

Only four survivors have been found 
and they tell a terrible tale of a three- 
hour struggle for life preservers, places 
in the boats or even hand holds on bits 
of floating wreckage which followed 
the crash, 

The ship lost her rudder in a storm, 
and when the commander, Ismael Su- 
arez, found himself unable to pervent 
the catastrophe he committed suicide 
on the bridge. 

Chilean naval vessels and tugs sum- 
moned by wireless rushed to the scene, 
but by the time they arrived there was 
nothing for them to save. Eight bod- 
les were found on the beach near Cor- 
nel. 

The transport left Punta Arenas, 
southernmost city in the world in the 
Straits of Magellan, with 29° persons 
on board. Of these 215 were crew and 
76 passengers. The latter included a 
number of women and children. 


Had Cargo of Coal. 


The ship was loaded with coal at 
Punta Arenas, the fuel being intended 
for use of Chilean naval vessels in 
northern waters, and the passengers 
were mostly laborers ani their families 
en route to the nitrate fields in north- 
ern Chile. They were traveling at gov- 
ernment expense. . 

Several stops were made en route, 
and while a few of the original passen- 
ger list may have debarked. it k thought 
here that additions to the passenger 
quota brought the total number aboard 
to more than 300. 

The storm was encountered late in 
the day. For several hours the Anga- 
mos struggled to make headway against 
wind and wave, but she was badly bat- 
tered. Then her rudder was smashed, 
and she started to drift toward te 
breakers. At 10 p. m. she struck. 

With no rescue in sight atyompts were 
made to launch lifeboats, but they cap- 
sized in the tremendous seas almost as

Olso, July 8-—The increasing des- 
perate plight of Gen. Nobile’s com-

LIMIT ON CONTRIBUTIONS 


Senator Also Believes G. 0. P. 
Campaign Budget Should 
Be Under $3,000,000. 


CALLS 1920 SUM SCANDAL 


Topeka, Kans., July 8 (A.P.).—A strict 
rule Imiting individual contributions to 
the 1928 campaign uf the Republican 
Party to $1,000 was urged by Senator 
Arthur Capper, of Kansas, in a letter to 
Dr Hubert Work, chairman of the Re- 
publicam national committee, made 
public here tonight. 

Senator Capper expressed the hope 
that the total national campaign fund 
would be kept well below $3,000,000 and 
that the money would be collected from 
small contributors who were willing to 
give from 50 cents upward to $1,000 in 
the interest of party success without 
expecting anything in return. 

As for Kansas, he said, “there is no 

rieed Of spending a lot of money. and 
we are not going to.” He predicted 
Hoover and Curtis would carry the 
State “by an old-time Republican ma- 
jority.” 
y “Law regulating campaign contribu- 
tions amd expenditures are desirable, 
but the assured and certain method of 
emancipating the party from depen- 
dence upon large givers, with a string 
attached, or believed to be attached, to 
their subscriptions, is to put up to the 
party membership directly the duty of 
financing campaigns by a greater num- 
ber of small popular subscriptions for 
which there can be no protext for think- 
ing they ‘were made in return for serv- 
ices rendered, or to be rendéred, to the 
contributors,” the senator said in his 
letter, 

“In my opinion, the national com- 
mittee could do the party no greater 
service at this moment than to adopt 
this plan and strictly carry it out to 
the day of the election 

“The campaign budget of more than 
$5,000,000 eight years ago was in itself 
scandalous and was entirely excessive, 
as the vote in November proved.” 

Senator Capper saic the suggestion 
that campaign funds be solicited “from 
the party membership in small indi- 
vidual contributions, rather than from 
creat wealth or corporate 
was not a new one. That was the an- 
nounced intention of the national 
committee in 1920 and “if before the 
close of that campaign the rule was 
departed from,” he said, “it was not 
because too little money was raised, 
but because too much money was 
spent, and spent in ways that brought 
little return.” 

With contributions limited to $1,000 
in Kansas in 1920 more money was 
raised than in any previous campaign 
when subscriptions without limit were 
solicited, Senator Capper added.

Hartford Railroad needed a 
for its physical and financial 
directors called Elliott in and made 
him president.

4 EFFORTS MADE TO ILL. 
PASTOR AND HIS FAMILY 


Pojson Found Sprayed on 
Plants in Truck Garden After 
‘Church Dissension. 


SAVED BY EATING ROOTS 


Special to The Washington Post. 


Chilton, Wis., July 8 —A suspected 
poison plot believed aimed at the en- 
tire family of the Rev. L. M. Harwood, 
pastor of Trinity Presbyterian Church 
here, may result in the arrest soon of 
two persons under suspicion, investi- 
gating officials declared today. The 
Rev. Mr. Harwood, who came here five 
years ago from Chicago, owes his life 
to the fact that he has eaten only root 
vegetables from his home garden, 
chemists said. Leaf vegetables had 
been sprayed with a thick coating of 
calclum arsenate, the scarcity of which 
is expected to enable investigators to 
determine its purchasers. 

Suspicion was first aroused three 
weeks ago when the preacher and his 
3-year-old son, Lee, became ill with a 
paralytic malady that started in their 
eyelids and then affected their legs. 
The illness was apparent shortly after 
both had partaken of radishes from the 
garden. Mrs. Harwood then discovered 
that all the vegetable plante bore signs 
of mold and, upon calling in a drug- 
gist, was informed that approximately 
three pounds of poison had. been 
sprayed on the garden. 

Rain washed the coating from the 
plants in the next attempt, but one 
morning the minister discovered that 
a new coating of chemical had been 
sprayed. He then notified the district 
attorney. 

Officials are of the opinion that the 
attempt upon the Harwoods’ lives may 
be connected with dissension within 
the pastor's congregation since his ar- 
rival here. Mr. Harwood has received 
several threatening letters and ob- 
scene valentines during the past eight- 
een months, all being similar in their 
warning that he leaves Chilton 

Dissension among the church mem- 
bers started soon after several mem- 
bers were ejected by the church board 
on the grounds that they were trou- 
blemakers. These persons enlisted the 
help of the Ladies’ Aid Society and the 
resulting activities lec the board to 
disband the society

LOEWENSTEIN’S KIN

Effort to Prove Death to Be 
Made; All Estate May Be

rapidly a. they struck the water, and 


their human freight was tossed on the 
rocks by the breakers or drawn back 


into the angry sea. 

The vessel filled rapidly and three 
hours after she struck was virtually 
buried under the waves. Then she 
broke in two and the few who re- 
mained aboard were thrown into the 
sea What they experienced is re- 
vealed in the story of Jose Aguila, an 
army conscript who was cast ashore 
on a piece of wreckage. He told it in 
the hospital at Belen. 


300 Yards From Shore. 

“A terrific storm raged,” he said. “In 
the midst of it the ship lost her 
rudder and she was dashed between 
two great rocks about 10 o'clock Fri- 
day night. She was about 300 yards 
from the shore. 

“You must imagine the scene aboard 
Until 1 o’clock in the morning we 
were fighting between life and death 
while the boat settled down in the 
water rapidly. The continuous blasts 
of the ship’s whistle failed to bring 
help. 

“When it became plain that there 
was not the most remote chance of 
rescue, there was nothing left to do 
but launch the life boats. This was 
done, but they were tossed about with 
such violence by the waves that they 
sank almost immediately. 

“My companions and I were saved 
only because God is great. The only 
thing I remember is that after being 
thrown into the water I clutched a 
floating timber. A huge wave raised 
me 30 feet into the air and dashed 
me against a rock. I do not recall 
self stark naked, sprawled upon the 
what took place afterward. When 
recovered consciousness, I found my- 
beach. 1 recall that I could but 
barely see the light of the ship. 

“In that moment I heard a sound as 
of a revolver shot which I think was 
caused by my commander, Capt. 
Suarez, shooting himself at his post 
on the bridge of the Angamos.” 


Mistaken for Tramp. 


Another survivor was Andres Carrillo, 
a sailor. He could not explain how he 
was saved. 

“After being cast upon the beach I! 
looked for the ship, but could see noth- 
ing.” he said. “I think I had gone 
down already. I make my way to the 
nearest house, but when I knocked at 
the door the occupants did not wish to 
admit me. thinking me a tramp. It 
took me an hour to convince the house- 
wife that I really needed assistance 

“After I had rested a bit we set out 
in search of other survivors and we 
found three, all naked as was I.” 

The other survivors picked up by 
Carrillo are Aguila, Humberto Sepul- 


; veda and Humberto Diaz, 
| conscripts. 

At 10:40 Friday night the steamer 
Tarapaca intercepted weak wireless 
Signals from the Angamos saying the 
transport was in difficulties. The mes- 
sage did not give the position of the 
Angamos and it is believed it was sent 
over a small set, the main sending ap- 
paratus probably having been put out 
of service by the storm. 

The Tarapaca relayed the message 
immediately to the Chilean naval sta- 
ition at Talcahuano and the cruiser 
|Zenteno, the destroyer Williams and 
the tender Elicura set out to the rescue, 
The tug Sibbald put to sea from Corral 
and the tug Yelcho from Puerto Mont, 

Reports to the ministry of marine 
say that when the Zenteno and the 
Willlame arrived at the scene of the 
disaster they found no trace of the 
Angamos nor of survivors. 


Storm Still Continues. 


Official reports merely say it has been 
ascertained that the vessel, after los~ 
ing its rudder in the storm, was cast 
upon the rocks and pounded to pleces, 
The storm, which still continues, its 
of such intensity that it is impossible 
for ships to approach close to the coast. 

The ship’s purser, named Arancibia; 
his assistant, named Campos; Lieute. 
Perez, Avila and Romo and Midshipmen

The naval authorities have ordered 
the steamers Lebu and Tome to proceed 
to the scene of the disaster with doce 
tors, nurses and equipment to resuscl- 
tate or otherwise aid survivors, if any 
are found. Naval and judicial authori- 
ties will go aboard these vessels.

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BOULDER DAM STUDY. 


Selection of the board authorized by Con- 


gress to study the feasibility of constructing 
a dam on the Colorado River either at Boulder 
or Black Canyon, which has been announced 


by Secretary Work, ought to do much to take

The consideration of the Boulder Dam proj- 
ect suffered both in the Sixty-ninth and Sev- 
entieth Congress because of the injection of 
politics. The seven States whose consent was 
mecessary for the construction of the dam 
failed to agree. The result was that propo- 
nents and opponents of the proposal presented 
views too divergent for the average member 
of Congress to reach any conclusion as to the 
merits of the legislation. 

The one thing that stood out was that in 
harnessing the Colorado River at Boulder 
Dam it was proposed to undertake an engineer- 
ing feat without parallel in the history of 
the world. Authors of the project insisted 
that it would be feasible to provide irrigation, 
flood control and manufacture waterpower 
through the construction of the dam. Engi- 
neering opinion was divided. Some reputable 
e@eugineers said that it was possible to do what 
was proposed, while others challenged the 
soundness of the conception.

Set at rest the confusion which now exists. 
Its study is intended to be embracive enough 
to cover all of the conflicting opinions. [If it 
reaches the conclusion that the proposed dam 
can not be safely constructed, that ought to 
be an end to the proposal, If it finds the 
technical features sound, it will then be pos- 
sible to judge the project in the light of public 
policy. In any event no time will be lost and 
valuable testimony will be gained, since the 
hoard is directed, by the Pittman resolution 
which created it, to report to Congress by 
December 1. 


THE NEW LOAN. 


Recent speculative flurries that served to 
drive the price of money up to a new level 
have given the Treasury Department no un- 
easiness as to the future of credit in the United 
States. The long term loan offered to investors 
last week carried an interest rate of 3% 
per cent, a figure which would be out of 
line if the Government’s fiscal agents antici- 
pated a continuance of tight money for any 
time to come. The Treasury has asked for 
aubscriptions of $500,000,000 and if this 
figure is reached it will be unnecessary to offer 
any more long term bonds to take care of the 
third Liberty loan which matures on Sep- 
tember 15. 

It is doubtful whether the shock of the 
Treasury announcement will be felt anywhere 
except in Wall street. The members of the 
New York Stock Exchange and others actively 
interested in the market had reached the con- 
elusion that the Treasury would not float a 
long time loan this summer. They based 
their belief on the fact that the Federal Re- 
serve Board and other agencies had been s0 
active in restricting credit for purely specula- 
tive purposes that the Treasury would be un- 
able to do refinancing over a long period at 
@ rate that would attract investors. Secretary 
Mellon appears, however, to be confident that 
the worth of Government securities wil] find 
a market for them despite the fact that their 
yield is considerably below present rates. | 

.- The primary purpose of the fifteen-year 
Issue is to retire the third Liberty loan bonds, 
yielding 414 per cent, which come due Sep- 
tember 15. One-half of the issue of $500.- 
900,000 will be devoted to conversion. 
Treasury officials intend to make every effort 
to reach the holders of the war issue. It was 
sold more widely than any other loan of the 
Government and. Treasury officials estimate 
that thousands of holders are not aware of 
the fact that their bonds: will cease drawing 
interest this year. Radio speeches and other 
means of attracting public notice are to be 
ised in the task of bringing out the sleeping 
bonds. 
* The action of the Treasury may have oc- 
casioned some surprise in Vall street, but it 
is likely to be accepted as a matter of course 
by the investors of the country, who are tn 
the market for securities of whose value they 
need never have a moment’s doubt. Not only 
will they have this assurance, but the rest of 
the country will realize that still another step 
been taken to reduce the heavy interest 
payments which the Government has been 
orced to make on its war debts. Officials

in any pessimism as to the Nation’s credit.

AVIATION RECORDS. 


Aviation records are made to be broken. 
When a new record is established it is looked 
upon oDly as a further challenge. There was 
a time when each successive achievement was 
hailed as the limit of human accomplishment 


but records have been broken with such regu- 
larity that no one now attempts even to 
prophesy what the limit may be. Last march, 
for example, at Jacksonville, Fla., Eddie Stin- 
son and George Haldeman established a new 
record for sustained flight that seemed likely 
to stand for some time. A month ago the 
Italians, Capt. Ferrarin and Maj. De] Prete, 
hung up a new record for sustained flight of 
58 hours, 34 minutes and 25 seconds, Last 
week, in the Rome-Brazil flight, they broke 
their previous record by 25 minutes. 

Now the German aviators, Johann Risticz 
and Wilhelm Zimmerman have smashed that 
record by a substantial margin, using qa Jun- 
ker machine, similar to the Bremen, Their 
recording instruments must still be officially 
checked, but it seems likely that they have 
established also a new record for distance 
flown, although on a closed-course sustained 
flight attempt, it probably can not be declared 
official. 

The United States has lost both the record 
for sustained flight and that for straight line 
distance flown, which until the flight of the 
Italians was held by Clarence Chamberlin and 
Charles Levine in the monoplane Columbia. 
Eddie Stinson and George Haldeman, however, 
are laying plans to bring back to America both 
records. Stimson and Haldeman are piloting 
planes in the national air tour and have not 
progressed with their plans far enough to say 
where or when they will try for the new 
records. They have indicated, however, that 
they plan to go record hunting in the near 
future. 

Let them get busy forthwith! The United 
States and American aviation are not jealous 
of the records held by other nations for there 
exists a free masonry of the air that makes all! 
aviators brothers, New records, however, de- 
note progress and stimulate further achieve- 
ment. It is a good thing for aviation that 
there does exist rivalry, that the outstanding 
pilots of the world are continually striving to 
best one another at their own game. 


VALUE OF DIRIGIBLES. 


Secretary of War Davis has ordered Gen. 
Fechet, chief of the Army Air Corps, to launch 
an investigation of the use and value of 
lighter-than-air craft in the United States 
Army. The operation of such ships, bol in 
peace and war, will be considered with the idea 
primarily of reaching conclusions as to the 
value of balloons and dirigibles to the Army. 
Gen. Fechet has been asked to make recom- 
mendations regarding the development re- 
quired for both lighter-than-air and heavier- 
than-air craft including data as to the present 
status of organizations, equipment and per- 
sonnel; he has been asked to present con- 
clusions a8 to whether the present types or 
Organization should be. maintained, aug- 
mented, reduced or discontinued. It is gen- 
erally understood that the Army bas set out 
to establish a far-reaching plan under which 
the activity of the lighter-than-air craft branch 
of the aviation service will be intensified or 
discontinued completely, 

At Do time in recent years has the Army 
been as interested in lighter-than-air craft 
as the Navy. One reason for this doubtless 
lies in the fact that operation of a giant gas 
bag parallels closely operation of a ship. It 
is true that the Army aviation schools turnp 
out pilots and navigators, Their early train- 
ing, however, particularly if they came from 
service schools, follows radically different lines 
from that of naval officers. It is easier and 
more natural for the latter, after they have 
had aviation training, to step from executive 
offices aboard ship to similar posts aboard a 
dirigible than it is for Army officers to step 
from command in posts or forts to dirigibles. 

Army aviation may have reached a position 
in which lighter-than-air craft no longer are 
needed, Heavier-than-air craft provide suit- 
able vehicles for observation and reconnais- 
sance and it may be that by confining attention 
to development of such craft alone, greater 
progress will be made than by dividing atten- 
tion between lighter-than-air and heavier-than- 
air craft. 

In one connection, at least, will it be a pity 
if the Army abandons interest in lighter-than- 
air craft. Thus far development of the dirigi- 
ble in the United States has been prosecuted 
almost exclusively by the services. If the 
Army abandons the dirigible, it will remain 
for the Navy, single handed, to carry on the 
important task of experimenting with and 
developing to a point of commercial prac- 
ticability lighter-than-air craft. 


SOCIALIZING STOCK. 


Issuance of 350,000 shares of its capital 
Stock of the value of $17,500,000 at par, the 
price fixed being $50 a share, is the method 
by which the Pennsylvania Railroad seeks to 
reimburse its treasury for expenditures made 
for capital purposes. The feature of the an- 
nouncement is. the provision that this stock 
shall be sold to officers and employes of the 
company and that ownership shal] be acquired 
only by monthly payments, the Instaliments 
to be collected from the subscribers’ pay. en- 
velopes, in amounts from two to five dollars

FOREST FIRE ALARM. 


A fire-loss saving of millions of acres of for- 
ests is at stake in the experiments which are 
presently to be made in a field of radio which 
is as yet undetermined. The use of the radio 
for the forestry service would largely sup- 
plant the telephone which is at present de- 
pended upon in so far as its limitations permit. 
The trail-construction camps are being con- 
stantly moved and it is often found impossible 
for communication to be kept up over wide 
areas, and under the unsettled conditions of 
those who are engaged in making a network 
of trails throughout the forestry reserves, in 
order to facilitate patrol and protection. 

What is sought is the development of appa- 
ratus light enough to be carried on the back 
along with the other equipment that the camp 
worker and the ranger are required to carry, 
and that shall employ low-powered radio 
waves. There is no particular difficulty ap- 
prehended in attaining eitber of these condi- 
tions, except that it is as yet extremely doubt- 
ful whether the low-powered wave could be 
used in wooded and rough country. While 
under ordinary conditions it is deemed satis- 
factory, the peculiar conditions for its use in 
connection with the forestry service. involve 
absorption by the trees and deflection by the 
rough topography. 

Notwithstanding, elaborate tests are 
made, first to determine the feasibility of the 
project and then to cope with the difficulties 
encountered.

NEW YORK’S LURE. 

welfare workers bave found it 
necessary once more to warn the ambitious 
youngsters of the Nation that the path to for- 
tune does not reveal itself to every seeker who 
regards the metropolis as the only starting 
point. It is, of course, an ancient belief and 
warning. New York for generations has had 
the problem of caring for those outlanders who 
failed to find a living, much less riches, within 
its gates. The problem has become more 
acute, however, in the opinion of the New 
York Welfare Council, with the. increase of 
motion pictures and the circulation of fiction 
dealing with opportunities in the big city. 

The council, therefore, sets it down as axio- 
matic that New York is no place to be withuut 
‘‘a job, friends, relatives or a bank account,” 
and that ‘‘a single person can not live inde- 
pendently and decently in New York on less 
than $25 a week.”” It also emphasizes the fact 
that of the thousands who come to New York 
each year the majority ‘‘soon find themselves 
in an environment so depressing or demoraliz- 
ing as to affect their lives or character per- 
manently, and of those the world bears little.’’ 

The council might have cited other facts. A 
recent advertisement for the services of a boy 
brought 1,000 yolngsters to the door of the 
employer. The plight of the middle-aged 
seeker after employment was emphasized all 
during the winter. The difficulty of approach- 
ing the desks of busy men is known to every 
applicant for work. ‘The lure of the city will, 
however, continue. Once the urge has seized 
a victim, a cure is almost impossible, and the 
shining success of those who have gone and 
conquered will be remembered longer than 
any warning which may be broadcast.

HEALTH PULL OF FARMS. 


According to Agricultural Economist C. 4. 
Galpin. there is a decided drift back to the 
farm, as shown by a questionnaire sent out 
to 10,000 former city dwellers. The statement, 
presenting the composite answers of those 
who gave their reasons for going back to the 
farm after having gone from the farm to the 
city, shows that health and better living condi- 
tions, particularly for children, have been the 
general motives. The replies indicate that 
after having tasted to the full the lure of city 
dwelling, and weighed in the balance what it 
has to offer in contrast with the country, the 
farm won out, as providing upon the whole a 
better and more certain livelihood, even though 
more exacting work. The wide open spaces 
and the contact with nature, after having ex- 
perienced for years the cramped conditions of 
city dwelling, have been hailed by these re- 
patriated country denizens with delight little 
short of rapture. Nor are those who fee) this 
way primarily gentlemen farmers. The great 
majority are in fact tenant farmers. 

So, at the very time when much is recorded 
of the drift away from the farm, there is this 
movement back to the furrows by those who 
upon returning find mechanical aids which 
greatly reduce the problem of farm labor, 
The conclusion in the expert’s statement is 
that many of those who are now leaving the 
farms for the city will also be among the 
returning prodigals, thoroughly ‘‘fed up” with 
the city struggle and glad to recline again be- 
neath their own vine and fig tree. Those re- 
turning to the farms include persons. from 
various walks of life, business and professiona) 
men. A physician of eminence among those 
who have thus reverted is now on his State’s 
board of education, others have found their 
way into the nationa) forum and thus discov- 
ered that country living is by no means a life

PASTOR WHO DEFIED 
JUDGE'S INJUNCTION 
OEEKO AABEAS WAIT 


Attorney for Builder of T*xas 
Tabernacle Plans Move 
in Court Today. 


BUILDING CONDEMNED 
! BY DALLAS AS UNSAFE 


Fort Worth Supporter of 
Evangelist Refuses to Call 
Off Services, However. 


Dallas, Tex., July 8 (A.P.).—Henry 
G. Wills, attorney for the Funda- 
mentalist Baptist Church here, an- 
nounced today that he would make 
application for a writ of habeas corpus 


for the release of the Rev. Earl Ander- 
son, incarcerated pastor of the church, 
tomorrow before the State supreme 
court at Austin. 

Anderson has been confined in the 
Dallas county jail since Thursday, 
when he was found guilty of contempt 
of court by District Judge Towne 
Young for refusal to obey a temporary 
restraining order against construction 
of a tabernacle in a local residence 
district. He was fined $100 and costs 
and remanded to jail until he should 
post $1,000 bond as a guaranty that 
the order would not again be dis- 
obeyed. 

The pastor passed a quiet Sunday 
in the hospital ward of the jail. He 
had originally planned to broadcast 
a sermon from his cell and had later 
intended to speak from the jail steps, 
but both avenues’ were closed to him 
by Judge Young. 


Tabernacle Condemned. 


A heavy rain on the newly-laid 
sheet iron roof of the two-thirds fin- 
ished tabernacle interfered with the 
sermon Sunday morning, and a song 
service was held instead. 

Work on the tabernacle ended Fri- 
day after Judge Young had issued an 
order for the arrest of all persons 
aiding in the construction. A previous 
order by the judge had included only 
“men,” who proceeded to turn their 
carpenter’s tools over to the women 
and children of the congregation. 

Property owners in the neighborhood 
of the proposed site contended that 
the tabernacle, as planned, would 
constitute a fire hazard and would 
extend beyond the building limits. 

The tabernacle yesterday was con- 
demned by the city building inspector 
as unsafe. Warning signs were prompt- 
ly torn down by church sympathizers. 

Counsel for the church group peti- 
tioned Judge Young to modify the re- 
straining order to permit workmen to 
place braces necessary to conform to 
requirements of the city building in- 
spector. Judge Young refused to con- 
sider the motion, declaring members of 
the church had worked on the building 
in defiance of his previous order. 


Police Assigned as Guards. 


Dr. J. Frank Norris, Fort Worth Bap- 
tist pastor, declared he would continue 
to hold services at the tabernacle, de- 
spite the fact that it had been con- 
demned. The Fort Worth evangelist 
has been in the limelight on many oc- 
casions. Two years ago he sitot and 
killed D. E. Chipps, Fort Worth lumber-

ITCHER HORACE (LIZZIE) LISEN- 
BEE no longer is a member of the 
Washington Club, President Clark 

Griffith last night concluding a deal 
which sends him on option to the 
Minneapolis American Association Club. 
While strings have been kept on Lisen- 
bee, whether or not he is yanked back 
here this fall depends upon his showing 
in the minors. Lisenbee leaves for his 
new berth today. 

Lisenbee’s work this year has been 
One of the biggest disappointments of 
the Nationals. Last season, his first 
Mm the majors, he immediately became 
a star, participating in 39 games, going 
the route on 17 occasions and winning 
18 of 27 decisions for a percentage of 
667. His earned run allowance of 3.57 
was second only to that of Irving Had- 
ley among the Nats’ regular starters and 
he was looked upon throughout the 
circuit as one of the “finds” of the 

ear. 

What affected him between seasons 
never will be known, but the fact re- 
mains that Lisenbee apparently lost 
much of his stuff and his control, which 
previously had been his fort. 


Even when he has appeared to 
have plenty of speed with his 
curve ball working well this sea- 
son, he continually has found him- 
self in hot water, the result being 


an enforced let-up which has de- 

stroyved practically all of his effec- 

tiveness. 

Lisenbee has participated in sixteen 
games this year. He has started nine 
and finished three of them, his record 
being two victories and six defeats. 
Manager Harris has borne with him 
and given him plenty of opportunities, 
but he finally made up his mind that 
Lisenbee will not do and the pitcher's 
return to the minors follows. Lisen- 
bee shawed last year that he has the 
stuff and the Nat leader is hopeful 
that steady work with the Millers will 
bring about a return of his 1927 form. 


President Griffith also 
last night the purchase of First Base- 
man Boss, from the Little Rock Club, 
of the Southern Association. The new 
Nat is expected to report to Manager 
Harris within a week. 

Boss, according to Scout Joe Engel, 
lg one of the best prospects he has 
seen this season.

11 inches tall. He is reputed as being 
a flasiy flelder and, although this is 
his first year in professional baseball, 
after a slow start he has raised his 
batting average to a few points over 
the .300 mark.

HE Nats staged a parade without 

a permit yesterday and the White 

Sox fell into the spirit of the 
thing with willing bats. To the thump- 
thump.of the Chicago bludgeons, five 
Washington pitehers passed in review, 
each in turn depositing an armful of 
runs:-in the collective laps of the 
White Sox in the most disapproved 
fashion. 

Thirteen to seven was the score and 
the Nats did not win. Except for thelr 
pitchers; they played a comparatively 
passive part in the proceedings. Twenty 
hits rattled off the White x's bats 
and they deigned not to score less 
than two runs in any given inning. 
Twice they scored two runs and thrice 
they scored three. 

A recount reyeals that there were 
five Washington pitchers in the game, 
The line-up reads like the census of 
itchers’ haven. First. there was Had- 
ey, then there was Marberry, then 
Zachary, then Burke and then Lisen- 
bee. The dishonors were almost evenly 


| distributed among the quintet. 


They couldn't stop the White 
Sox except at fitful intervals. The 
Sox broke out into rashes of hit- 
ting against each and eyery one of 
the pitchers but Marberry, who 
faced only one batter. They start- 
ed with a grand flourish of three 
runs in the first and ending with 
a final flourish of three in the 
ninth. 

By grace of all this hitting, Ted 
Lyons, no guarantee in himself that 
the White Sox would win, was able 
to last througis the full procéedings. 
Lyons aisoO was soundly thumped but 
the Nats’ attack bore no more ce- 
semblance to the White Sox's than 
Muddy Ruel bears to Babe Ruth. 

The surprising part of it was that 


one of the White Sox did not make a... 


hit. Bill Hunnefield led. the assault 
with four, including a double and a 
triple and Crouse brought up the rear 
with a ball in the back as his contrbu- 
tion to the run scoring. 

The White Sox wasted no time with 
Irving Hadley, prying three runs out 
of him in the first inning, becaus 
Clancy singled to left, Mostil walked, 
Reynolds singled to center, Metzler 
walked and Clissell singled to left. 
There were no doudle steals but the 
White Sox did get away with one a few 
innings later with Burke pitching. 

The Nats answered the first-inning 
rally with a single run in their half 
as the result of singles by Rice and 
Hayes nad Burns’ infield out, which 
blossomed into a double play. Then 
they subsided-in a scoring way until 
the sixth, when Lyons was soundly 
smacked. 

Muddy Ruel picked Lyons off first 
base in the second and averted a run

Metzler popped up but Cisse! sent 
Kamm to third with a single to 
center, Cissell stole second, and 
when Ruel’s high throw eluded 
Reeves, Kamm galloped home from 
third. When Hadley hit Crouse he 
was yanked.

field singled to left, Mostil tripled to 
right and Kamm singled to center. 
Bobby Burke’ got two out before the 
White Sox solved him for three more 
runs in the seventh. Hunnefield trip- 
led, Clancy singled, Mostil walked and 
Reynolds singled. Mostil stole home 
for the third run on the front end of 
a twin theft with Reynolds. 

Lisenbee was the victim in the ninth 
when the Sox batted around and 
scored three runs on singles by Lyons, 
Clancy and Metzler, and walks to Mos- 
til, Kamm and Cissell,

r" N our school system the children 
I get stamps standing for excel- 
lent when they have a mark of 
‘G’ or better. Our 14-year-old girl 
received two G's and her arithmetic 
teacher gave her an ‘A,’ which is one 
point lower than ‘G.’ She,’ therefore, 
failed to receive the three stamps and 
is bitterly disappointed She had 
planned to enter summer school s0 
that she might en high school next 
fall. This little episode is going to have 
a bad influence upon her future school 
work, I fear,*because she shows her 
feelings so. Isn't there something 
wrong with a system which produces 
such results. What shall we tell her? 
‘WORRIED MOTHER.” 
Throughout the school year this 
pupil has been told by the school sys- 
tem, the teachers and her parents that 
she must get good marks. She has 
failed to reach her goal. Can we tell 
her that marks do not, cours for every- 
thing when we have emphasized for 
the entire year that marks do count? 
/Can we emphasize the greater impor- 
‘tance of health, character, industry, 
|honest work, and fair marks attained 
| without loss of nerves? 
| Let’s cheer the chila by commending 
I her honest effort and telling her that 
conscientious work counts in the long 
run. “What you know is yours and 
never can be taken away from you, and 
the knowledge you have may be used 
long after the marks on the card have

MODERATE SMOKING DOES LITTLE 
HARM. 


HE moderate use of tobacco does 
very little harm. This is the 


Opinion of Dr. W. E. Dixon, a 


British physician. The task he set 
himself was to determine how mucn 
harm tobacco did to the man who used 
it in moderation. This is of interest be- 
cause most tobacco users regard them- 
selves as what might be called casual 
smokers, or casual users. Dr. Dixon did 
not especially concern himself with the 
heavy uscrs. 

The especially harmful ingredients of 
tobacco smoke are: nicotine, carbon 
monoxide and pyridine, and pyridine- 
like substances. The smoldering, burn- 
ing of paper, tobacco, or almost any 
weed produces pyridin. It is produced 
by the smoldering or burning of 
cigarette paper, cigar wrappers and of 
tobacco. The boy who smokes cross 
vine or grape vine, or any of the 
leaves that small boys smoke, gets a 
full dose of pyridin. In fact, smoking 
these tobacco substitutes produces 
more pyridin than does smoking to- 
bacco itself. 

The harmful effects of pyridin are 
largely limited to the eyes and the 
throat. The so-called cigarette throat, 
the cigarette cough, and the cigarette 
sore eye result from pyridin and. to- 
bacco is only a part of the cause. 

Any smoldering fire produces some 
carbon monoxide. Carbon monoxide is 
highly poisonous. However, a man 
must breathe air reeking with tobacco 


they pick up a dangerous dose of car- | 


bon monoxide. The man who smokes 
an occasional pipe or cigar while in 
the open air gets very little of the 


poisonous chemical. Cigarette smokers | 


who inhale get more of it. 


Very much the most poisonous in- 
gredient of tobacco smoke is nicotine. 
If the tobacco is green, poorly cured 
or moist, the smoker gets considerable 
nicotine. On the other hand, 
man smokes a well cured, dry tobacco 
in a pipe, arranged so that the bow] 
keeps cool, and with a porous bowl or 
stem, he gets far less nicotine. The 
most effective arrangement for 
production of smoke laden with nico- 
tine is one in which the _ volatNe 
matter is drawn through hot, wet to- 
bacco. 


Men become habituated to the use of 


nicotine. This means that their tissues | 


become quite tolerate of it. 
many people who find 
quiets their nerves. It may be they 
only think it does. It may be that 
“they are supersensitive neurotics.” Dr. 
Dixon says these points are of minor 
importance. The great fact is that they 
want to use it and in some way or an- 
other, using it puts them in the frame 
of mind they want to be in.

OATH TO CANDIDATES 


Col. Nugent, 
Pointsf Out Value of Drill- 
ing to Nation’s Safety.

Fort Monroe, Va., July 8—An open- 
air service held beneath the famous 
live oaks on the parade grounds at 
historic Fort Monroe today was fea- 
tured by the oath of allegiance to the 
United States administered to 6550 
young men from the District of Co- 
lumbia, Virginia, Maryland and Penn- 
Sylvania who are attending the Citi- 
zens’ military training camp at the 
fort. 

The oath was administered by the 
camp commander, Maj. Sherman Miles, 
gon of Gen. Nelson A. Miles, of Civil 
and Spanish War fame, who command- 
ed Fort Monroe at the time Jefferson 
Davis, president of the Confederacy, 
Was a prisoner in one of the ancient 
casements. 

An inspirational address was deliv- 
ered by Col. George A. Nugent, Twelfth 
Coast Artillery, commanding officer of 
the harbor defenses of Chesapeake Bay. 

“It is a fitting tribute to the great- 
ness Oi the Nation that so many young 
men from States lying immediately 
horth and south of the Mason and 
Dixon line have assembled at historic 
Fort Monroe to become affiliated with 
thé United States Army for four weeks 
of intensive military training,” Col. 
Nugent said. 

“I trust that it will always be your 
good fortune to serve your country in 
times of peace, but should war unhap- 
pily come, then the training which 
you young men will receive while at 
the 1928 citizens’ military training 
camp at Fort Monroe will better pre- 
pare you to defend our institutions and 
render that most crucial service which 
good citizenship demands,” Col. Nu- 
gent concluded. 


Camp at Fort Myer 
Holds Religious Service 


Fort Myer’s big summer citizens’ mil- 
itary training camp for students of the 
District of Columbia, Pennsylvania, 
Maryland and Virginia, enrolled in the 
cavalry course, was practically deserted 
yesterday morning except at the post's 
chapel, where religious services were 
held, and an occasional khaki-clad sen- 
try who patrolled the tent-lined streets 
of the camp. 

Capt. Albert F. Vaughan, post chap- 
lain, and the Rev. William S. Abernethy, 
pastor of the Calvary Baptist Church, 
of this city, conducted the services at 
the chapel. 

Although church attendance is not 
compulsory, all students are urged »y 
officials to worship, and yesterday found 
practically all who were free from duty 
in attendance. 

“No mother nor father need fear that 
the spiritual welfare of their son is not 
looked after,” Capt. Vaughan said yes- 
terday. “Men of any and every faith 
are numbered among the hundreds who 
come to these citizens’ militay training 
camps each year, and all have services 
which they can attend just as they 
would at home. Civilian ministers 
from Washington are willing and eager 
te come to these camps if called upon, 
and all students are urged to attend 
geome service each Sunday, but not com- 
pelled to, for this country was founded 
upon the principles of tolerance and 
religous freedom.” 


Christy Mathewson 
Asks Air Commission 


Christy Mathewson is _ following 
his father’s military footsteps. His fa- 
ther, famous baseball player, served in 
the World War, in the chemical war- 
fare service. The son has applied for 
appointment as a flying cadet in the 
Army Air Corps. 

The son’s application states he has 
been four years at Bucknell College, 
Lewisburg, Pa., and he will not be re- 
quired to take a mental examination, 
as two years of college or the equiva- 
lent satisfies educational requirements. 

His father, the celebrated pitcher, 
also was a graduate of Bucknell] Col- 
lege. Commissioned a captain in the 
chemical warfare service during the 
World War, he was so seriously gassed 
in France that he never thereafter re- 
gained his health. Though he at- 
tempted to return to baseball as coach 
of the New York Giants, he was soon 
forced to seek relief at Saranac Lake, 
N. Y., where he died.

$15,000 BUDGET RAISED

Pittsburgh, July 8. — Max Rhvade, 
Washington attorney, was reelected na- 
tional president of the Avukah, Ameri- 
can Student Zionist Federation, today 
at the conclusion of the third annual 
three-day convention of that organiza- 
tion.

Charles Rosenoloom, an investment 
banker of Pittsburgh, son of the late 
Sol Rosenbloom, whose widow recently 
contributed $500,000 to the Hebrew 
University of Jerusalem, was chosen 
acting treasurer of the permanent board 
of trustees, which is to be formed next 
fall as the result of a luncheon at the 
Zionist convention Monday addressed 
by Rabbi Stephen S. Wise and Louis 
Lipsky, president of the Zionist Or- 
ganization of America. At this lunch- 
eon $5,600 was raised toward Avukah’'s 
$15,000 annual budget for its activi- 
tles among the Jewlsh students in the 
colleges. Mr. Rosenbloom and  »his 
mother jointly contributed $1,000 to- 
ward this fund. A conference fof the 
formation of the board of trustees 
will be held in the fall. 

The development of the Avukah as 
an “iron battalion” to consist of a 
highly selective group of American 
Jewish students who will lJabor un- 
ceasingly to promote the Zionist ideal 
in the colleges was sounded as the key- 
note of the convention by Dr. Chaim 
Arlosoroff, noted labor leader of Pales- 
tine, who announced in his address to 
the convention that he had joined the 
Avukah and would actively participate 
in its work for the balance of his year's 
visit to the United States. Avukah, 
which means torch, ts the intercol- 
legiate wing of American Zionism.

[wo Civil War vehicles of historic | 
interest have been unearthed by Maj.| 
Gen. B. F. Cheatham, quartermaster | 
general, at Schuykill Arsenal, Philadel-| 
phia, and will be added to the quar-|

One of the wagons is an ambulance 
converted into a field office for Gen. | 
George H. Thomas, called “The Rock! 
of Chickamauga” for his tenacity in| 
that battle. The other is an escort 
wagon used by Gen. Phil Sheridan's | 
command throughout the war. 

The latter has been decorated in 
many places by soldiers of that period 
with their names, initials and dates. 
So far as is known, they are the only 
two vehicles of their type remaining 
from the Civil War. Both vehicles 
also will be used for the military ex- 
position and carnival at the Army 
War College this fall.

spread thought that Gov. Smith in 
himself raises this issue, he said very 
definitely in his letter of acceptance to 
the Houston convention that he consid- 
ered it his duty to point the way to a 
revision of the prohibition laws He ts 
generally expected to amplify this state- 
ment in his formal acceptance address. 

This being the case the issue has al- 
ready been raised so Dr. Work’'s letter 
and subsequent amplification come to 
mean virtually nothing, it is said. 

Senator Edwards, Democrat, of New 
Jersey, who is apparently staying in 
Washington to snipe the Republicans 
in their organization efforts, issued a 
statement yesterday indicating that he 
was getting considerable enjoyment 
out of their difficulties. 

“A panicky fear of prohibition,” he 
said, “is already disturbing the inner 
councils of Republicanism. The Wash- 
ington conference of best Eastern 
minds in the G. O. P. held Saturday, 
fairly bubbled with perturbation lest 
the Smith antiprohibition telegram to 
the Houston convention turns out to 
be a master politica] stroke in this day 
of Volstead corruption and crime.” 

“Dr. Work,” he continued, “can not 
dictate political issues any more than 
can Mr. Hoover. If Chairman Work’s 
conception of issues in the coming 
campaign is as patently stupid and 
sluggish in understanding as are his 
views concerning the Nation-wide ap- 
peal of prohibition rascality in this 
country, every loyal: Republican will 
live to regret his leadership.” 

William Jennings Bryan, with his

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DRY AGENTS ARE WARNED 
ON ABUSE OF FIREARMS 


Commissioner Doran Issues 
Memorandum in Dismissing 
R. L. Taylor. 


POINTS TO REGULATION 


Warning that drastic action will be 
taken in all cases where dry agents 
disregard the regulations calling for 
extreme caution in the use of fire- 
arms has been sent to all prohibition 
administrators by Dr. James M. Doran, 
prohibition commissioner, it | was 
learned yesterday. The warning is 
contained in a written memorandum 
issued after Dr. Doran had discharged 
Robert L. Taylor, a West Virginia dry 
agent, some weeks ago, after the agent 
is alleged to have fired into an auto- 
mobile. 

The memorandum called attention 
to the paragraph in the manual of 
instructions governing the use of fire- 
arms and admonished all agents to 
read this section and obey it. Dr. 
Doran expressed the view today that 
the order has already had beneficial 
results. 

The prohibition regulation govern- 
ing the use of firearms jis classified in 
the manual of instructions under the 
heading, “Care in use of firearms.” It 
reads as follows: ' 

“The promiscuous flourishing and 
dispiay of firearms is prohibited. A 
weapon should never be drawn on a 
person except in self defense, or to 
prevent the commission of a felony. 
The unwise and unwarranted use of 
firearms by officers in the past has 
caysed the bureau considerable em- 
barrassment and resulted in much un- 
favorable and harmful publicity. 

“While it is not intended that an 
officer should remain passive and 
jeopardize his own life or the life of 
an associate when danger threatens, 
it is intended that extreme caution 
and cool deliberation should control 
his actions. An officer should remem- 
ber that he will be held strictly ac- 
countable and personally responsible 
for the fatal result of any use of fire- 
arms by him.”

classed as the “bad boy of aviation,” his 
transport pilot license, which is in force 
for six-month periods, expired June 15. 
Maj. Young refused to comment on the 
department's attitude toward a renewal 
of the license should Acosta apply at an 


early date, 

At the time ‘of the Long Island crash 
Acosta was under a 90-day suspension 
for alleged unauthorized acrobatics over 
the Chicago (Ill.) municipal airport. He 
was suspended for looping the loop at 
an altitude so low that the wheels of 
his plane barely were above ground. 
Acosta as a result of his crash with 
two passengers at Curtiss Field during 
a “wing-over” close to the ground, A 
“wing-over” is one of the most daring 
stunts in aviation. 

Acosta, by reason of his expired 
license, is prohibited from flying licens- 
ed airplanes, whether “solo,” with 
friends as passengers or with passen- 
gers and cargo for hire. 

Acosta has been flying since 1910 
and hes held many records. From 1913 
until] 1917 he was chief instructor in 
the Canadian Air Forces. Returning to 
this country he became director of 
flying and testing for the United States 
Army. He once made an endurance 
and distance record from Omaha, 
Nebr., to Philadelphia, a distance of 
1,220 miles in 11 hours and 20 minutes. 
Later, at Dayton, he set an American 
altitude record of 22,500 feet without 
Again, with Clarence Cham- 
berlin, he set another endurance 
record. 

He was selected by Commander 
Richard E. Byrd as pilot for the Amer- 
ica on the transatlantic flight. Acosta 
was a captain in the Army Alr Service 
from 1918 until 1922, when he resigned 
to accept a commission as lieutenant 
in the Navy, holding that rank until 
1926. At one time he was an auto- 


mobile racing driver. He is married 
and has two children. :
